Patricia Correia is pleased present new paintings by Los Angeles based artist GRONK. In his second solo show at the 
gallery, GRONK continues to explore imagery inspired by his set design for the new opera Ainadamar (Osvaldo Golijov, 
composer; Peter Sellers, director). GRONK s bold, dramatic style, influenced by Expressionism and Cubism, creates 
a complex passage of intertwined, visually suggestive parts. GRONK s exposed, organic cross-sections reveal the 
connective roots and underlying source of generative potential, the seed. Ainadamar, “Fountain of Tears,” is the name 
of the Spring in the Spanish city of Granada where poet and playwright Federico Garcia Lorca was assassinated 1936 
during the Spanish Civil War. Ainadamar had its opening with Sante Fe Opera, New Mexico in the Spring of 2005 and will 
have its Lincoln Center, Rose Theater premier, January 2006.
